2. BEGIN TEXT: 

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE MINISTRY OF MINING AND 
POWER OF THE POLISH PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC 

THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AND THE MINISTRY OF MINING AND POWER OF THE 
POLISH PEOPLE S REPUBLIC, 

RECOGNIZING THAT TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION IN COAL 
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RESEARCH AND MINING WILL BENEFIT THEIR TWO COUNTRIES AND 
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STRENGTHEN THE BONDS OF FRIENDSHIP TO THEIR MUTUAL BENEFIT, 
AND 

DESIRING TO PROMOTE THE CLOSEST COLLABORATION 
BETWEEN AMERICAN AND POLISH INSTITUTES, LABORATORIES AND 
RESEARCH CENTERS OF BOTH COUNTRIES IN AREAS OF COMMON 
INTEREST, 

HAVE AGREED AS FOLLOWS: 

ARTICLE 1 

THIS AGREEMENT IS SUBJECT TO THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES 
ACCEPTED BY BOTH GOVERNMENTS IN THE AGREEMENT ON COOPERA- 
TION ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY SIGNED OCTOBER 31, 1972, 

TO LEGISLATION AND TO INTERNAL REGULATIONS WHICH ARE 
CURRENTLY IN FORCE IN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR AND 
THE MINISTRY OF MINING AND POWER. 

ARTICLE 2 

A. THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR AND THE MINISTRY 
OF MINING AND POWER WILL UNDERTAKE A PROGRAM OF TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION IN COAL MINING AND COAL TECHNOLOGY ON THE 
BASIS OF EQUALITY AND MUTUAL BENEFIT, SELECTED AND 
APPROVED, SPECIFICALLY FOR EACH CASE. TO THE EXTENT THE 
PARTIES AGREE THEREON, THE COOPERATION MAY INCLUDE: 
EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION, EXCHANGE OF SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL PERSONNEL, PERIODIC MEETINGS AND SEMINARS OF 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL PERSONNEL, COOPERATIVE SCIENTIFIC 
AND TECHNICAL RESEARCH STUDIES AND INVESTIGATIONS, AND 
OTHER ACTIVITIES AS MUTUALLY AGREED BY THE PARTIES. 

ARTICLE 3 

TO GUIDE THIS PROGRAM THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR 
AND THE MINISTRY OF MINING AND POWER SHALL EACH DESIGNATE 
A COORDINATOR. 

ARTICLE 4 
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A. PURSUANT TO THE AIMS OF THIS AGREEMENT, BOTH 
PARTIES WILL, AS APPROPRIATE, ENCOURAGE AND FACILITATE 
THE ESTABLISHMENT AND DEVELOPMENT OF DIRECT CONTACTS AND 
COOPERATIONBETWEEN AGENCIES, ORGANIZATIONS AND FIRMS OF 
BOTH COUNTRIES AND THE CONCLUSION, AS APPROPRIATE, OF 
IMPLEMENTING AGREEMENTS FOR PARTICULAR COOPERATIVE 
ACTIVITIES ENGAGED IN UNDER THIS AGREEMENT. 
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B. SUCH AGREEMENTS BETWEEN AGENCIES, ORGANIZATIONS 
AND ENTERPRISES WILL BE CONCLUDED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
LAWS OF BOTH COUNTRIES. SUCH AGREEMENTS MAY COVER THE 
SUBJECTS OF COOPERATION, ORGANIZATIONS ENGAGED IN THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF PROJECTS AND PROGRAMS, THE PROCEDURES 
WHICH SHOULD BE FOLLOWED, AND ANY OTHER APPROPRIATE 
DETAILS. 



ARTICLE 5 

SPECIFIC CONDITIONS FOR THE REALIZATION OF MUTUALLY 
AGREED RESEARCH PROJECTS WILL BE OUTLINED IN PROJECT 
PROPOSALS BASED UPON THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES DERIVED FROM 
THIS AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE 6 

THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR AND THE MINISTRY OF 
MINING AND POWER WILL EACH BEAR ITS OWN COSTS UNLESS 
OTHERWISE AGREED. THE OBLIGATIONS OF THE TWO PARTIES 
UNDER THIS PROGRAM WILL BE SUBJECT TO THE AVAILABILITY OF 
FUNDS. 



ARTICLE 7 

A. THE PARTIES SUPPORT THE WIDEST POSSIBLE 
DISSEMINATION AND EXCHANGE OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL 
INFORMATION RESULTING FROM COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES UNDER 
THE AGREEMENT. SUCH INFORMATION SHALL BE MADE AVAILABLE 
BY THE RESPONSIBLE COLLABORATORS TO THE WORLD SCIENTIFIC 
AND TECHNICAL COMMUNITY THROUGH PUBLICATION IN SCIENTIFIC 
JOURNALS OR OTHER CUSTOMARY CHANNELS FOR DISSEMINATION OF 
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SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL INFORMATION. 

B. WHERE PARTICULAR SCIENTIFIC OR TECHNICAL INFORMA- 
TION DERIVED FROM A COOPERATIVE ACTIVITY UNDER THIS AGREE- 
MENT MAY BE SUBJECT OF COPYRIGHT. PATENT OR OTHER 
INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY PROTECTION, EACH PARTY SHALL CONTROL 
THESE RIGHTS EXCLUSIVELY IN ITS OWN COUNTRY, AND THE 
POSSESSION OF SUCH RIGHTS WITH RESPECT TO OTHER COUNTRIES 
SHALL BE THE SUBJECT OF SEPARATE WRITTEN UNDERSTANDINGS 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE LAWS AND REGULATIONS OF BOTH 
PARTIES. 



ARTICLE 8 

THE PARTIES SHALL PERIODICALLY REVIEW JOINTLY THE 
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PROGRESS OF THE COOPERATIVE PROGRAM CONTEMPLATED BY THIS 
AGREEMENT. 



ARTICLE 9 

IN CONNECTION WITH THIS AGREEMENT, EACH PARTY SHALL 
USE ITS BEST EFFORTS TO FACILITATE THE ACCOMPLISHMENT OF 
FORMALITIES CONNECTED WITH EXCHANGE OF PERSONS OR IMPORT 
OR EXPORT OF MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT THROUGH COLLABORATION 
WITH THE APPROPRIATE COMPETENT AUTHORITIES. 

ARTICLE 10 

BOTH PARTIES AGREE THAT PARTICIPATION OF ECONOMIC 
OR SCIENTIFIC ORGANIZATIONS OF THIRD COUNTRIES IN THIS 
PROGRAM IS POSSIBLE ON THE BASIS OF MUTUAL PRIOR AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE 1 1 

THE CHANGE OF GENERAL PRINCIPLES TO WHICH THIS 
AGREEMENT IS SUBJECT, OR EXPIRATION, CANCELLATION AND/OR 
AMENDMENT OF THIS AGREEMENT SHALL NOT AUTOMATICALLY AFFECT 
RESEARCH PROJECTS IN FORCE AND SUCH PROJECTS SHALL BE 
CONTINUED IN ACCORDANCE WITH PROPERLY AGREED SCHEDULES, 
PROJECT PLANS, AND FINANCIAL CONDITIONS. 
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ARTICLE 12 

THIS AGREEMENT SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE UPON 
SIGNATURE AND SHALL REMAIN IN FORCE FOR THREE YEARS OR 
UNTIL TERMINATED BY EITHER PARTY AFTER GIVING 6 MONTHS 
NOTICE. COMPLETION OF PROJECTS UNDER WAY SHALL NOT BE 
AFFECTED BY CANCELLATION OF THIS AGREEMENT AND SUCH 
PROJECTS MAY BE CONTINUED BY THE PARTY BEARING THE COST.

AUTHENTIC.
